Dear Mr. Redington: 

This Notice of Violation and Warning is being issued to the Monsanto 
Company (hereafter Monsanto) based on findings from an United States 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) Resource Conservation and Recovery Act 
(RCRA) inspection conducted on March 31, 1988 at Rhone-Poulenc, Inc. facility 
(formerly a Monsanto facility) located in Seattle, Washington. Based on the 
findings from the inspection and on information gathered during subsequent 
investigation, Monsanto is in violation of the Washington State Department of 
Ecology (Ecology) Dangerous Waste Regulations (and the equivalent RCRA 
regulations). 

The violation is due to Monsanto failing to implement the requirements of 
WAC 173-303-805(7)(d) [40 CFR Section 270.72(d)]. Specifically, Monsanto had 
failed to comply with the interim status financial requirements of 40 CFR Part 
265 Subpart H(as referenced in WAC 173-303-400). According to WAC 
173-303-805(7)(d), the old owner or operator (Monsanto) shall comply with the 
interim status financial requirements of 40 CFR Part ''.55 Subpart H(as 
referenced in WAC 173-303-400) until the new owner or-  )perator has 
demonstrated to Ecology that he is complying with the financial requirements. 
To date, the new owner (Rhone-Poulenc, Inc) has not demonstrated compliance 
with the financial requirements. 

In order to correct this violation, Monsanto must implement and complete 
all applicable provisions of the above referenced financial requirements 
within thirty days of receipt of this letter. Also, within this same thirty 
day period, Monsanto must submit all documentations including all pertinent 
attachments thereto, which show the violation is corrected. 
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
